By its association 
with some of the principal’ British producing 
companies the Corporation controlled an out- 
put of British films that was second to none, 
and might justifiably claim to take the lead- 
ing part im the world of British films. The 
direetovs ventured to suggest that the pre- 
sent success ot the production side of the 
Corporation was the legitimate reward of the 
Corporation’s attitude to British films during 
the years past.

A WATERFORD GRIEVANCE. 

Mr. De Coursey, Waterford, moved that 
the First National Executive should press 
vigorously for the removal of the long -staad- 
ne grievance cf the Waterford staff by the 
delay in up-grading their office to the class 
warranted by the units of work and cost) of 
living figures He said that the whole staf 
and their colleagues elsewhere viewed with 
dismay and dissatisfaction the attitude of 
the Minister of Finance in declining to treat 
the case on its merits. He added that the 
case of Waterford was absolutely uty yue. 
Waterford, it was satd, was the cheap2st 
place in Ireland or England to live in, and 
that, it was said, prevented the Waterf x4 
office from being placed in the class to which 
it properly belonged. Waterford was as 
mportant an office as Cork and Limerick. 
In 1908 the then Administration promised to 
raise Waterford to the level of the other 
first-class offices, and he hoped that right 
would be granted by their own Government. 

The demand was not not a big one: it 
would involve the expenditure of only a few 
hundred pounds per annum, and it would 
mean the restoration of confidence and an 
atmosphere of contentment in the office. 
Their claim had been acknowledged, and it 
only awaited settlement, but the only block 
was the Minister for Finance, who had given 
no reason for his attitude. 

Mr. Rafferty, Mr. ‘WKierman, and Mr. 
Connor, Dublia, spoke in sapport, and the 
resolution was passed unanimously, 


THE HIGHER GRANCHES. 

Mr. Michael Treacy, Dublin, moved a ‘eso 
lution condemning the system whereby a 
further Civil Service certificate is necessary 
for entry into the higher branches of the 
service at headquariers’ offices. He main- 
tained that as the classes represented by this 
Association were qualified by education and 
training that the ban on promotion to the 
viorical grade should be removed on the 
gronnds of economy and expediency. 

the motion was supported by Mr. Pollard, 
Carlow. and Mr. Fiood, Dublin. 

Mr. Kiernan, Dublin, asserted that there 
was no necessity for the regulation; for the 
fact was that their men were educationally 
fiited for the job. The men were being 
deprived of their legitimate rights. 

Mr. Mullane, Cork. said that 
selected men were being dumped 
best positions. 

Mr. Connor. Dublin, said that ex-Army 
officers, who had little knowledge of the 
work, were placed in a higher grade than 
the men who had earned promotion. 

Several other delegates spoke in condemna 
tion of the practice, and alleged that the 
system of promotion was killed in Water 
ford and other centres. 

Mr. Sxellv, Dublin, mentioned thai it was 
reported that there were fifty-eight redundant 
clerks in the Dublin district. He suggested 
that, imstead of retiring the redundants. the 
competition of boys from schoo! should be 
held up until all the go-called redundants in 
the service were properly absorbed. 

The resolution was passed. 

THE GRADING POLICY. . 

Mr. Kiernan, Dublin, moved: '' That 
Conference views with misgiving the grading 
rohcw of the Department in its application 
to service conditions, and feels that the 
domain of the Post ‘)ffice clerk is being 
flagrantly encroached upon in the policy that 
being followed by the Department m 
down-grading work, and emphatically con- 
demns the cheapening of work by this 
method as a cause of discontent and 
inefficiency.” 

Mr. 0 Connor. Ballyhaunis. seconded. 

Mr. Fedey. supporting, said that in the 
Waterford Office there were seven Grade 
“EE” assistants, and that changes were being 
made which enabled interlopers to be intro 
duced. He protested against the way im 
which Grade “‘B’’ assistants were being 
kicked about. while postmen of the lower 
ranks were put in their places. 

Mr. Kelleher, Cork, mentioned cases in the 
Cork office in which postmen were put on 
duty which earned them from £1 te £2 a 
week overtime, while the clerks who worked 
in the office were displaced to do higher 
work, for which they received no remunera 
tion. That, he said, was not good policy 
from any point of view. 

The resolution was passed. 

On the motion of Miss K. O'Sullivan 
Dublin, it was resolved to press for the imme- 
diate appointment of all temporary post office 
clerks, male and female, who qualified at 
the recent examinations for post office clerks. 

On the motion of Mr. P. Flood, Dublin, a 
resolution was passed calling for the abolition 
of grading of post office clerks for wages 
purposes. 

“THESE OLD FELLOWS.” 

Mr. R. M. Delanev, Dublin, moved a reso 
lution condemning the svstem of retention of 
officers bevond the age of sixty vears, on 
grounds that it militates against promotion 
at a reasonably early age, and is a chronic 
sonroe of stagnation. 

Mr. Kiernan, Dublin, seconding, said that 
they were “fed up” looking at these old 
fellows walking about in their sleep. (Laugh 
ter.) 

Mr. Pollard said that 80 per cent. of the 
postmasters were up to 60 vears of age. 

The resolution was passed, 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 

On the motion of Mr. Pollard, seconded by 
Mr. Kelleher, the following was passed :— 
‘That, in view of the policy of the Depart 
ment in introducing the use of the Irish 
language in routine work, and, furthermore, 
that a knowledge of Irish is an essential quali 
fication for promotion, this conference asks 
the First National Executive to urge the 
Department to grant a bi-lingual allowance 
to all officers who have gained a proficient 
knowledge of the Irish language.’

K. Clarke, Hon. Colonel of the Koyal 
lnuniskilling Fusiliers. 

TRIBUTE TO BELFAST. 

At the outset of his speech at the luncheon 
he paid a tribute to Belfast industries. in 
all three industrial concerns which he had 
seen in Belfast he had seen all the processes 
from the raw naterial, which came m to the 
smailest detail of the finished prodect. Great 
were their ships, great was the yariety ol 
their linen, and great was the variety of their 
tobacco manufactured at Messrs. Gallaher s, 
where he had got some of the finest tobacco 
he ever smoked in his life. The concerns 
which he had seen in Bellast were not mereiy 
assembling plants, but were some of tie 
finest manufactories in the world. 

ULSTER PIONEERS IN U.S.A. 

General Dawes continued :— Americans have 
a particular interest in and a profound 
respect for the people of Northern Ireland. 
I do not wish to be understood as mimimising 
the debt we owe to other sections of Britain and 
lieland when I speak especially of the debt 
we in America owe to the» Seotch-frisk of 
Northern Ireland, whose blood irom our 
early days to the present time has enriched 
American science, American industry snd 
American statesmanship. They have always 
formed a distinctive element in our popula 
tion, and especially in those early formative 
years of our nation when we were batthng 
with an undeveloped wilderness and 
we needed the iron and aggressiveness of the 
pioneer. It is not to th Scotch-Irish leaders, 
in ,portant as*they were in early America. 
that we owe the greatest debt, but to the 
rank and file of Scotch-Irish immigration 
which with unwearying labour, superd 
conrage. and unfaltering purpose fought the 
hard ficnt of the early settler with nature.

WRECKED. 


OCCUPANTS INJURED 
BY EXPLOSION.

DROGHEDA, Sunday. 

An explosion which occurred in a house 
on The Mall, Drogheda, at five o'clock this 
morning blew the occupants,-Captain Robert 
Sherlock, veterinary surgeon, and his son, 
Robert, aged about twenty, cut of their 
beds into the yard behind the house, and 
completely wrecked the building. 

Both men were severely injured, and are 
at present in hospital suffering from shock, 
bruises, and severe burns. 

The explosion blew the roof off the house, 
and a side wall was completely blown away. 

Some of the furniture was blown thirty 
feet out on to The Mall. 

After the explosion a fire broke out in 
the building, and the house were destroyed.

The gas fittings if the house 
were intact, and the meter showed that the 
explosion was not caused by gas.

Government policy of obtaining supplies 
| from United Kingdom and Empire sources 
| as far as possible; and the fact that the 
| United Kingdom bears the main burden of 
the cost of imperial defence. The sug- 
gested alternative methods in the develop 
ment of inter-imperial trade are examined 
Í at length. These include import boards, 
bulk purchases, and a licensing system for 
imports. Reasons are given for preferring 
the more familiar method of extending the 
existing system of tariff preferences. It 
is admitted, however, that ‘‘ in a strictly 
limited number of cases there 
finite advantages in the quota over a tariff 
system.’’ - Wheat and sugar are specified 
as commodities to which the quota system 
is especially suitable. 

It is pointed out that the existing pre- 
ferences given by the Dominions have been 
the result. not of agreements, but of 
‘‘ unilateral decisions ” on the part of the 
Governments concerned, without, in most 
any consultation with the home 
Goverriment. It is urged that there would 
be great advantage if these were the out- 
come of discussions and agreements on the 
lines of the trade agreements which have 
already been made between many of the

The annual conference of Irish Post 
Office Clerks in Dublin on Saturday last 
registered a strong protest against the cost 
of telegrams in the Irish Free State. 

Mr. R. J. Skelly (Dublin Tsicyraphs) 
moved: “‘That this conference protests 
against the imposition of increased charges 
on telegrams, and views with alarm the 
crushing effects of high tariffs on telegraph 
traffic ; that in order to prevent a complete 
collapse of the telegraph service it con- 
siders that an immediate adjustment of 
charges to public requirements is 
essential.’’ 

Since Mr. J. J .Walsh raised a certain 
slogan in the Dail, said Mr. Skelly, in 
regard to the Post Office, every Minister 
seemed to think it his duty to kick the 
telegraphs to death. Restrictions in the 
delivery of telegrams had been enforced. 
The three miles radius for free delivery 
had been reduced to one mile, while for 
every mile beyond that sixpence was charged 
for delivery. 

There was a veto on certain telegrains, 
and the cost of sending a message of 
twelve words was raised from sixpence to 
a shilling, and was now one and sixpence, 
and on Sunday it was two shillings. In 
retaliation the British Post Office was 
adopting a similar course. The charges 
had been increased to such an extent that 
for a few pence more a person could send 
a telegram to the United States. 


TRAFFIC REDUCED. 

The conditions were reducing the tele- 
graph traffic and displacing the staffs. 
The public were not calling for that class 
of public economy. Methods like these on 
the part of the Department should, in his 
opinion, receive the full searchlight of 
publicity. 3 

Mr. Pollard (Carlow), seconding the 
motion, said that these high charges on 
telegrams was short-sighted and against 
the promotion of business, and. was 
seriously affecting the status of the Post 
Office. It resulted in a 50 per cent. de- 
crease in telegrams. If the cost of a 
twelve-word telegram were restored to the 
sixpenny rate, the business would produce 
a substantial profit, instead of having the 
service run at a loss, as it was at present. 


THE CORK OFFICE. 

Mr. Burrowes (Cork) stated that in the 
Cork office the latest type of telegraphic 
instruments were being installed, but the 
heads of the service were doing their best 
to render them derelict. In his opinion, 
the business community should take the 
matter up, because there was a splendid 
field for the development of business in 
the Free State in the more extended and 
popular use of the telegraph.

POSSIBILITY OF A

The political situation, two wecks after 
the elections, seems to find things more 
confused than ever. Chancellor Bruening 
is keeping aloof from the bickerings ol 
the various parties, and is remaining 
silent, except that he is referring inquiries 


to the reform programme, which, accord- 
ing to the latest information, will be 
published on Monday. 

Friends of the Chancellor declare that. 
once this programme is published, the 
Chancellor will ask the party leaders 
either to accept or reject it, and, if they

NUMEROUS ARRESTS. 


The International Communist meeting 
which was arranged to take place on the 
Swiss frontier at Schaffhausen was a 
complete failure, says a Reuter’s telegram 
from Berlin on Sunday. The German 
Communists were not allowed to cross the 
frontier, and those who succeeded on 
Saturday in evading the frontier guards 
have been arrested by the Swiss police. 

Attempts by Communists to hold meet- 
ings to-day were frustrated by the police, 
who dispersed the crowd with their 
truncheons. A foreign Communist who 
tried to address a gathering to-day was 
seized by his audience, given a good 
thrashing and afterwards arrested, 

In Berlin the Communists held a big 
parade at noon in front of the ex- 
Kaiser's palace. They came into collision 
with the police, and forty-five Communists 
were arrested. 

A novel kind of Communist weapon— 
namely, flag sticks with iron points—was 
much in evidence. These were confiscated 


by the police.

The eminent British engineer, Sir John 
Norton-Grifiths, was found shot dead in 
the sea at San Stefano, Alexandria, this 
morning. 

Following as it does the suspension of 
work on the heightening of the Assuan 
Dam, which was being carried ‘out by Sir 
John Norton-Griffiths and Company, this 
tragic event has caused a great sensation. 


ASSUAN DAM DISPUTE. 

It was only on Sunday last that the 
Egyptian Ministry of Public Works was 
notified that, as the conditions of work im- 
posed by the Egyptian resident engineer- 
ing staff made it impossible to continue, 
all the heightening operations on the 
Assuan dam were being stopped. 

A Government communiqué issued the 
same day said that the contractor wrote a 
letter three days earlier to the Egyptian 
Minister pointing out the difficulty of the 
financial situation, and asking the Govern. 
ment for financial help. | 

Sir John said that the sub-contractors 
declined to carry on any longer owing to 
the constant pinpricks and obstruction 
created by what they described as the in- 
experience and technical incompetence of 
the Egyptian engineering inspectors.

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BODY FOUND 
FLOATING NEAR BOAT.

INTERMENT TO TAKE PLACE 
IN ENGLAND,

ALEXANDRIA, Sunday. 

Sir John Norton-Griffiths left the 
Casino Hotel at San Stefano at 7.45 
yesterday morning, clad in _ bathing 
costume and dressing gown. He took a 
surf boat and paddled out to sea, and after 
cruising about for three-quarters of an 
hour returned to the hotel. A few minutes 
later he went out again and paddled out 
to sea in his surf-boat. 

Shortly afterwards, M. Pizzigalli, his 
newly-appointed agent for the work of 
heightening the Assuan dam, who is also 
staying at the hotel], looking out from his 


bedroom window noticed that the surf boat | 


was floating unoccupied, with a paddle 
floating some distance away. M. Pizzigalli 
informed the management and a boat was 
sent out. , 

M. Pizzigalli and other observers then 
saw what might have been a man swim- 
ming or floating. To this the boat was 
directed, and it was discovered to be the 
body of Sir John, with a pistol bullet 
wound through the right temple and a 
wound of exit above the left ear. 


PAPERS SEALED UP. 

The body was brought ashore and 
identified in the presence of the British 
Consul by Mr. James Baxter, the local 
director of Messrs. Norton-Griffiths. The 
Consul has sealed up Sir John’s papers 
and belongings, and the Consular doctor 
made an autopsy, which established that 
the wound had been self-inflicted. 

Yesterday evening a cable message was 
received from Lady Norton-Griffiths, 
directing that the body should be em- 
balmed and sent to England. The inques: 
will be leld to-morrow or Tuesday. 

Sir John during recent weeks had 
obviously been suffering from extreme 
nervous strain, and his friends had fel: 
anxiety about him. 

The interests of Messrs. Norton- 
Grifiths, Ltd., are now represented here 
by Mr. Baxter, who was engaged by Si: 
John, and made local director, in conse- 
quence of his long experience of the 
Egyptian Ministry of Finance, to help 
him with the Assuan dam. Mr. Baxter 
has arranged to meet Sir Murdoch Mac- 
donald, the Consulting Engineer to the 
Egvptian Government, at the Ministry »/ 
Public Works, in Alexandria, immediate! 
after Sir Murdoch’s arrival from London 
to-morrow, to decide what is to be done. 


CONTRACT NOT CANCELLED. 

As the firm of Messrs. Norton-Griffiths, 
Ltd., is a company, the contract with the 
Government is not automatically .termi- 
nated by Sir John’s death. but work must 
be resumed on the dam within fourteen 
days of its cessation if the contract is to 
remain unbroken. 

All the Ministers are at present at Suez 
in attendance on the King for the in 
auguration of the new petroleum docks, 
and it is unlikely that any decision can 
can be taken before Tuesday. 

Ibrahim Bey Fahmy, the Minister fer 
Public Works, this morning expressed the 
deepest regret at Sir John’s death. He 
said that the Egyptian Government was 
waiting for the contractors to make the 
next move, and intimate whether they 
wished to break the contract or continue 
the work.

JOHN'S SIGNIFICANT 
REMARK, 


REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Sunday. 

The death of Sir John Norton-Griffiths 
is absorbing public attention here, but a 
discreet silence is being maintained hy 
those who know most about the affair. 
The inquest proceedings, however, are ex 
pected to throw further light on the 
causes of his death. 

Meanwhile, it is understood that, under 
the standing terms of Egyptian Govern 
ment contracts, the death of the contrac- 
tor annuls the contract. The opinion is 
generally expressed that the Government 
will appoint a responsible firm of British 
contractors to continue the work on a 
percentage basis, but the Government is 
awaiting the arrival of Sir Murdoch 
MacDonald, the great engineer, who is 
hurrying to Egypt, before it makes any 
decision. An early decision is imperative, 
as it is essential to hurry on the work. 

A friend of Sir John Norton-Griffiths, 
who travelled with him to Cairo last 
Wednesday, told Reuter’s Correspondent 
to-day, in reply to a question, that Sir 
John was usually of a cheerful disposition, 
and that he did not think he seemed 
agitated, but that his mind was obviously 
busy, as he repeatedly took a riote-book 
out of his pocket and ‘hastily scribbled a 
few lines in it. 

His fellow-traveller had tried to en- 
courage Sir John, telling him that he was 
sure he would be able to arrange matters 
satisfactorily with the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, but Sir John shook his head, saying, 
““No, no; it’s too late to do anything 
now.

MADRID, Sunday. 

An enthusiastic crowd, numbering 
twenty thousand, filled the Madrid Bull 
Ring to-day, large numbers coming from 
all over Spain to attend a great Republican 
demonstration. To-day’s meeting was the 
first open expression of opinion permitted 
to the Republican movement by the 
Government since the coup d’état in 1923. 

The keynote of the meeting was entirely 
revolutionary, the meeting unanimously 
proclaiming its determination to overthrow 
the régime, but perfect order was main- 
tained and the language employed was 
moderate. ee = 

Sefior Lerroux, in an eloquent speech, 
declared that the Spanish people must 
recover their sovereignty cither by the 
method employed in Germany, which led 
to the Kaiser's downfall, or by following 
Russia’s example. Spaniards to-day, he 
said, were only pariahs in their own 
country. 
OCTOGENARIAN ORATOR. 

Dr. Carceles, who is over eighty years 
old and has been an active Republican al! 
his life, was given a great reception when 
he rose to address the meeting. 

Sejior Marcelino Domingo, who followed, 
boldly attacked the Monarchy, declaring 
that for a hundred years Spain had been 
endeavouring to free itself from the 
abuses of personal power, and that in- 
numerable persons were to-day in prison 
in consequence of their opinions. It was 
the duty of the Spanish people, he said, 
to destroy this régiume and build up a new 
one, making Spain into a 
century country, so that she might take 
her proper place in Europe. 


BRITAIN’S EXAMPLE. 

One of the most interesting speakers 
was Senor Alcala Lamora, the writer and 
Liberal Minister, who dwelt on the alleged 
weakness of the present Government, and 
referred to the ‘‘ example given to the 
world by Great Britain in political 
matters,” and upon “ the admirable. pro- 
vision made for educating people in honest 
and open dealing through the practice of 
sport, respect of law and clean methods 
in politics, as against the corruption ol 
the official world in Spain.” 

The ex-Minister then demanded the 
abdication of the King, but recommende-4t 
the people to abstain from useless rioting, 
and to turn the strength of the Republican 
movement into an overwhelming foree. 

‘REPUBLIC INEVITABLE.” 

All the speakers who followed demanded 
that the King should abdicate in order 
that a tragedy might be averted. and 
| claimed that a Republic was absclutel+ 
inevitable. 

Great excitement has been aroused by 
the meeting, and the general question is 
what attitude will the authorities adopt 
towards the speakers; for, although the 
censorship was recently lifted, the law 
prohibits any attack on the King, and a 
number of persons were recently prose- 
cuted for this reason. 

As the authorities forbade the broadcast- 
ing of speeches, they may consider it a 
wise policy not to take much notice of the 
meeting, but the nervousness of the Go- 
vernment was revealed by an enormous 
display of force posted at strategic points 
in all the avenues leading to the Bull Ring 
and in the Bull Ring itself. 

Great anger was displayed by the crowds 
at the flight of a military aeroplane over 
the Bull Ring just before the meeting 
began. The almost complete absence olf 
women from the meeting was significant, 
even in Spain, where the feminine element 
only participates to a smal! degree .n 
politics.

WAR ACHIEVEMENTS. 

It was Sir John who originated and 
worked out. in detail the blowing up of 
the famous Messines-Wytschaete Ridge, 
one of the most notable operations of the 
war. 

Later Sir John was chosen for the diffi- 
cult task of going to Rumania to destroy 
all corn and oil which might fall into the 
hands of the enemy. For this he was 
made a knight. After the war, for his 
Imperial. services, he was created a 
baronet. iv 

He had long been interested in pojitics. 
For eight years he was Conservative M.P. 
for Wednesbury, and from 1918 to 1924 he 
held the seat at Central Wandsworth, 
S.E. During that time he put forward 
plans for an Imperial Senate. 

His heir, Peter, is twenty-five years old.

Mission of the Methodist Church. died 
suddenly yesterday afternoon whilst con-

congregation in the repetition of the 
Lord's Praver when he slipped down at 
the desk. Quickly he was carried into 
the vestry, when it was seen that life was 
extinct. 

Mr. Cullen was born near Marvborough 
in 1867. His elder brother, the Rev. 
. Edward BB. Cullen, has long occupied a 
leading position among the ministers of 
the Methodist Church in Northern Ire- 
land. The first eighteen vears of Mr. 
Lindsay Cullen’s ministry were spent in 
Belfast, Bangor and Portadown. In 1912 
he came to Blackrock, Co. Dublin, where 
he laboured for the customary three years. 
Then followed four strenuous years on the 
Rathmines and Rathgar circuit. on the 
completion of which he was appointed. in 
1919, superintendent of the Dublin 
Central Mission. whose headquarters are 
at George’s Hall, South Great George's 
street. 

Under his leadership the mission has 
developed in many ways, most notably 
perhaps in the provision of the Holiday 
Home at Skerries, Co. Dublin, to which 
hundreds of poor children are sent every 
year. 

Mr. Cullen was held in the highest 
esteem throughout the Methodist Church. 
Among the official positions he filled was 
that of honorary secretarv of the Board 
of Governors of Wesley College, Dublin. 
He is survived by his widow, 47 two sons 
who occupy important positions in the 


Grand Canal Company. 

Mr. and Mrs, Cullen had just returned 
from a happy holiday. spent in company 
with the treasurer of the mission, Mr. J. 
Robertson Coade. '

M. TARDIEU ON WORLD 
PEACE. 
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FRANCE ** CONFIDENT IN 
HER STRENGTH.”’ 
From Revutrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. . 

PARIS, Sunday. 

“The whole of France wants peace, 
and is struggling to organise it politically 
and economically throughout the world. 
and especially in Europe,’’ declared tne 
Prime Minister, M. Tardieu, speakiug at 
Alencon to-day. “France intends to 
persevere in this task, and believes to- 
day, as yesterday, that peace is to be 
found in the formula, security, arbitra- 
tion and disarmament; but to-day, as 
yesterdhy, she refuses to revorse the order 
of these three watchwords, and, while we 
are waiting for the era of international 
sanctions and guarantees, we shall take 
the precauticns that we are entitled so 
exercise for our protection. 

‘‘ If it has sometimes happened that the 
efforts of France for peace have not been 
reciprocated, we have taken note of it and 
learned eur lesson. France, which has 
neither regrets nor fears, is calm, firm 
and watchful in the face of critacism, 
whether blindly complacent or absurdiy 
alarmist. It would be wrong and foolish 
if we concealed from foreigners by th: 
of our own controversies the 
true face of peaceful France, confident in 
her strenazth and her right.”’

“I am personally,convinced that the best 
guarantee of security lies with the League 
of Nations, especially if our great war-

SUGGESTED INTELLIGENCE
